fires that occur in the spring 
are caused by debris burning), 
and do the burning at a time 
when it is most favorable, that 
is, don’t burn when the wind is 
biowing, if the wind should start 


to blow while you are burning, | 


put the fire out. Also try to burn 
in the evening when the wind 
has gone down and the air is 
damp. This way the fire will, no 
doubt, be dead out by morning. 
Any time that you have an ac- 
tive fire it should not be left 
unattended until it is dead out. 
Burning permits are required 
by law any time the ground is 
not snow covered, if the fire is 
for other than domestic purposes 
or if the burning is not done in 
a debris burner with a cover 
and no holes larger than 34 of 


ran inch. 


If you live outside the city 
limits, burning permits can be 
obtained by telephone or in per- 
son at the Department of Natur- 
al Resources Field Station, 14 
mile north of Grayling on Old 
27, telephone 348-4031, or 348-9814 
after 5:00 p.m. If you live in 
Frederic permits can be obtain- 
ed from Allen Leng at 348-8366. 

Residents of Grayling who 
wish to burn outside of a debris 
burner should obtain a permit 
from the City office, telephone 
348-2131 and do the burning after 
5:00 p.m. Please do not call the 
City Fire Dept. for a burning 
permit.

Primary Becoming Crowded 


Where'd they all come from? 

The covey of candidates for the Democratic 
nomination for govemor, I mean. 

Just a few short months ago, Gov. Milliken’s 
retention of the executive office appeared vertain, 
and nobody seemed to want to chase after the 
Democratic nomination to oppose him. 

Now, however, the melting snows of spring 

’ yeveal four announced Democratic candidates for 
the still somewhat dubious honor of tangling at 


the’ polls with ‘“Gentieman Bill” Milliken~and ~ 
“iiaybe another candidate or so standing in the 
wings, weighing the chances. 


Somehow, the Democratic nomination has 
assumed a greater value than it had when winter 
started, And that should be the subject of a 
separate essay. 

Bui suffice it to say that it now looks like we're 
in for one of those frantic, almost-patented 
Demecratic primary races again here in Michigan. 

The fcur avowed candidates for governor, in 
chronological order, are Zolton Ferency, who ran 
in 1966; State Rep. George Montgomery, one of 
his party’s leaders in the house; State Sen. Sander 
Levin, former Democratic leader in the senate and 
former state party chairman; and George Parris, 
Macomb county prosecutor. 

So far, Levin has made the most auspicious 

‘entry into the governor’s lists. 
’ His campaign debut showed-a touch of real 
class. He announced in a small public park beside 


the polluted Detroit river, virtually in the shadows 
of some belching industrial smokestacks. 

With a wave of his hand toward the pollution, 
Levin let out a blast for a quality of life in 
Michigan better than we now have. Then he ran 
some full-page ads in some papers, urging the 
people to turn out their local govemor, and 
jumped off on a quick tour to the state’s far 
corners. 

This is in contrast to the more ususal candidacy 
unveiling. For example, Ferency held dual press 
conferences in Detroit and Lansing; Montgomery 
aiso used the more’ prosaic press 
conference-and-statement route to his kickoff. 

As for Levin’s announcement and _ initial 
campaign swing—his style was impressive, his 
approach imaginative, his appearance engaging, his 
concerns unassuilable. 

All in all, it was one of the more carefully 
orchestrated entries ints a statewide political race 
in recent memory. 

Levin obviously has studied charismatic politics, 
and is learning well. He has, even managed to 
change his physical appearance with the help of 
hair styling, clothing choices, contact lenses, and 
who knows what all. 

The Democratic state chairman who presided 
over a split Michigan delegation at the 1968 
Chicago national convention and who gave every 
indication of boyish indecisiveness and

‘not the same man who stood before the pollutants 


in Detroit and called for an improved quality of 
life, 

Yet both were named Sander Levin. 

Combine the import of this Levin turnabout 
with Ferency’s usual political fandangos, and 
Montgomery’s more studious, plodding, yet 
thorough approaches, and Parris as yet unknown 
statewide qualifications—and the Democratic 


primary should aiiraci considerabie aiieniion, and 


maybe even another candidate or so. 

It's obvious that Levin has quite enough money 
at his command. Ferency and Montgomery, a 
early starters, got together and agreed that any 


candidate for the nomination should limit | 


spending to $50,000. Levin disagreed sharply. 


This exchange means at least two things: (1) 
Levin hes more money to spend than the other 
candidates; and (2) Ferency and Montgomery are 
not well-healed at all. 

The Democratic primary should produce in 
addition some lively substantive exchanges bagk 
and forth among the combatants. Some already 
are developing. 


It should be interesting to see whether such 
fractionalization as any primary must cause will 
benefit Gov. Milliken’s efforts, or whether the 
Democrats will unite again whole-heartedly behind 
whichever candidate is left standing after the
